The  sizes  of  other  pictures  are  given  in  inches,  the  horizontal  measure- 
ment being  invariably  -put  first.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  the  paintings 
are  on  canvas. 

I have  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  valuable  assistance  given 
me  by  Mr.  William  Maclure  in  the  arrangement  of  the  pictures,  a 
task  of  some  difficulty  in  consequence  of  the  small  amount  of  space 
at  my  disposal. 

Besides  the  other  sources  of  information,  I have  referred  to  the 
Catalogue  of  the  National  Gallery  of  Scotland,  by  the  late  W.  B. 
J ohnstone ; and  have  found  the  Catalogue  of  the  Loan  Exhibition  of 
Portraits  in  Glasgow,  1868,  most  useful;  its  author,  Mr.  Charles 
Heath  Wilson,  made  the  volume  a very  valuable  summary  of  Glasgow 
family  history. 

Visitors  whose  experience  and  technical  knowledge  enable  them 
to  detect  errors  in  the  Catalogue  will  oblige  me  by  informing  my 
colleague,  Mr.  John  Young,  F.G.S.,  who  will  take  note  of  suggestions 
with  a view  to  the  amendment  of  future  editions.
